The question which remains to be settled following the Council 
meeting is that of whether licences for the export of arms to 
Abyssinia and Italy shall still be held in abeyance by Great Britain, 
pending the outcome of the three-Power conversations and negotia- 
tions of the Commission of Arbitration. 


The decision of the British Government, temporarily suspending 
the issues of licences, was taken pending the outcome of the League 
Council, and it was made clear at the time that this did not leave the. 


hand of Great Britain tied for the 


future. The question tharat 


was not discussed at Geneva at all, and the attitude of the Britis 
Government will presumably depend on that of other Powers.

Power negotiations.

A Reuter Paris telegram of yesterday’s 
date says:—In an interview with the

‘‘ Pertinax,” in the Echo de Paris, is 
as gloomy as ever: “ Mr. Eden was the 
only one to declare that there was a link 
between the three-Powers’ conversations 
and action by the League Council.” He 
writes: “ M. Laval, in order not to give 
offence to his Italian colleague, had to 
hold his tongue. The League has emerged 
from this session extremely humiliated. 
No one dared to demand of the Italian 
Government the slightest engagement. as 
to a cessation of military preparations.”’ 

M. Wladimir D. Ormesson, writing in 
Le Figaro, thinks that “ Mussolini will 
not renounce the supreme pleasure of 
issuing a bulletin of victory at Adowa. 
My optimism as to the outcome of the 
Franco-British-Italian talks is restrained.”

NO QUESTION OF SHIRKING 
THE DIFFICULTY 


Mr. Anthony Eden, in a speech at 
Geneva on the Italo-Abyssinian dispute 
broadcast by the B.B.C. in the national 
use on last Saturday night; said: 

e have been meeting in the shadow of a 
thunder-cloud, which if it were to burst 
would have conseguences which no one 
could well foresee. There is no question 
of shirking the difficulties, or of mere 
acquiescence in dilatory manceuvres, he 
added. . We have set on foot a procedure 
which, in our judgment, affords the best 
chance that remains of bringing about a 
peaceful solution. 

Mr. Eden went on: You can well 
imagine, if you have followed the military 
preparations of Italy, that we have had in 
our minds graver pre-occupations than an 
isolated frontier incident. 


During this Council meeting I am happy 


| to be able to record that the French Prime 


Minister and I have worked in the closest 
agreement. We cannot, of course, claim 
to have settled the whole dispute. Un- 
fortunately, we are still far removed from 
so happy an event. We have, however, set 
on foot a procedure which, in our judg- 
ment, affords the best chance that remains 
of bringing about a peaceful solution. 
The last four days at Geneva had been 
the. most difficult he had ever experienced. 
If there had been no League, what would 
be the position now ?—almost certainly 
hopeless. The League may not be able to 
prevent all wars, especially if any party 
is determined on war, but it does make 
sure that in every dangerous dispute the 
machinery of conciliation, arbitration and 
negotiation is used to the utmost. limit. 
Whatever the outcome of the dispute—and 
there is, thanks to the League, still a 
chance of settlement—let.us resolve to

N official version of Signor Mussolini’s 
famous speech to a Blackshirt divi- 
sion, due to embark for Africa, which he 
made at Eboli on July 6, was published in 
the Popolo d'Italia to-day. 
It was issued following the official denial 
of a new version of the speech which was 
in ‘circulation in Fascist circles here’ 
yesterday. This made Mussolini threaten 
the Abyssinians with “fire and pillage” 
and talk of “snapping our fingers in the 


‘| face of the blonde defenders of the black 


race ’’—~i.e,; the British. 
The following is the text of the version 
as now published in the Italian Press 


‘| purporting to be the Duce’s actual 
words :— 
‘“‘Comrades and Legionaries,”’ said 


Signor Mussolini, addressing four Black-: 
shirt battalions about to leave for East 
Africa, “ I have come among you to salute 
you on behalf of the Fascist Government 
and on my own behalf especially. I do so 
without any attempt to incite you, because 
you have no n to be incited. It is 
certain that at any hour you will do your 


duty. 
THE FINAL GOAL 


‘You have shown yourselves magnifi- 
cently solid, closely united; determined 
and ready, physically and morally, for the 
fight. Was not combat always the final 
goal of all your hope? Is it not the 
especial character of the Fascists to prefer 
the risks of a heroic life to the stagnation 
of an insipid existence ? 

“In every test that you undertake you 
show among yourselves the comradeship 
of all for one and one for all. To those 
who claim to stop you by documents or 
words you, will reply with the heroic word 
of the first squadron: “'Action,” and we 
shall move against anyone—no matter of 
what colour—who tries to oppose us. 

“ Remember that whenever the opposing 
forces were not too unequal Italian soldiers 
have repeatedly beaten the Abyssinians. 


ADOWA 


“ Adowa saw 14,000 Italians faced by 
80,000 Abyssinians; yet the slaughter of 
the Abyssinians was so great that, when 
night came, they decamped and retreated 
to the mountains. The heroism of the 
Italian soldiers on that occasion was 
magnificent, and has been so recognised 
by the whole world, Adowa was not lost 
by our troops, but by a Government which 
was not concerned with the sacrifice of 
the soldiers, but with low parliamentary 
manceuvres, - 

“To you, Blackshirts, volunteers from 
my country, which has battle in its blood, 
as has also the whole youth of this Fascist 
era—to you Blackshirts cé solid Piedmont 
and ardent Sicily, I declare that we are 
engaged in a struggle of decisive. import- 
ance, and that we have taken an irrevocable 
decision to carry it through to the end.”’ 

Reuter’s Correspondent, who was present 
at Eboli when the speech Was made, and 
gave the only authoritative text at the 
time, states that there is no question of 
Mussolini having uttered the sentences 
which have been denied. :

THE MILK POLL 


In an editorial article The Times observes 
to-day: The poll on the question whether 
the milk marketing scheme shall be 
revoked or not opened on Saturday, and 
voting continues until August 15. There 
are 169,000 registered producers in England 
and Wales qualified to vote, and their*votes 
are weighted 7 the number of cows they 
possess. The Milk Marketing Board has 
a big constituency and big responsibilities. 
Whatever arguments may be advanced to 
the contrary, it was, all things considered, 
a wise decision to allow a poll to be held 
now before embarking-on another annual 
contract period. 

It is sometimes overlooked that the 
assistance given under the Milk Act was 
intended as an alternative to quantitative 
regulation of imports of butter and cheese, 
which would have been impracticable, as 
the Dominions supply over er cent. of 
our imported butter, and over §0 per cent. 
of our amported cheese, and they have been 
guaranteed unrestricted entry by the terms 
of the Ottawa Agreements, which expire 
this month. Under the Milk Act the 
advances to the Milk Marketing 
Board, giving a minimum price for 
milk manufactured into cheese, butter 
and other roducts, have totalled 
£1,107,550 in the year ended last Match. 
There are also small tariffs on foreign 
cheese and butter, and a heavy tax on 
produce from the Irish Free State. Foreign 
imports of condensed milk, milk powder 
and cream have been restricted by volun- 
tary agreement. In fact, the home pro- 
ducer already been given substantial 
assistance to compete with the heavy im- 
ports of low-priced butter and cheese. 

The Prime Minister and the Minister of 
Agriculture have made clear in recent 
speeches that it is the policy of the Govern- 
ment to continue assistance to the dairy 
industry, in common with other sections 
of agriculture, by a system of low tariffs, 
the proceeds of which can be used as neces- 
sary to supplement the home producers’ 


returns, while allowing consumers the 
benefit of the abundant world supplies of 
dairy produce at low prices. . The adminis- 


tration of this policy requires the collective 
organisation of home producers, and the 
continuance of the milk marketing scheme, 
amended in the light of the past two years’ 
experience, is the best antee for dairy 
farmers that Governmant policy will be 
developed on lines that ensure the pros- 
perity of their industry. ;

The price of bread in the Free State 
has, following an exhaustive inguiry, been 
fixed by the Prices Commission, as is 
shown in a statutory notice published on 
Page 6 of this issue, | 

he opinion is expressed by the Com- 
mission that both the retail and whole- 
sale prices charged for bread are un- 
reasonably high, and should be reduced. 

For"? batch bread ’’—in other words, 
the ordinary 4lb. loaf—the Commission 
have fixed the prices as follow:— |

The Commission began their inguiry in 
May, 1933, and this 13 the first time they 
have exercised the powers conferred on 
them under the Control of Prices Act, 
1932. 

Fancy bread sold in the bakers’ gp 
will in future be sold at 1d. less than the 
price charged by the baker on delivery. to 
a householder. The wholesale price is 
fixed at nine-tenths of the price charged 
on delivery to a householder. . : 

The price of bread in Dublin, which 
until a few weeks ago was actually below 
the price now fixed, will not be affected, 
but there will be a reduction in places like 
Cork, Waterford and Tralee, where prices 
charged are above the amounts fixed by 
the Commission. eae 

The new fixed price has been determined 
on the basis of áid. for ingredients other 
than flour, production costs and margin 
of profit, plus an additional $d. in respect 
of each four shillings or extra fraction of 
four shillings of the current relative list 
price per sack (280lb.) of bakers’ flour. 

With the price of bakers’ flour now 
30s. 6d. per sack, following an increase of 
two shillings per sack since Thursday last, 
the price paid for the flour contained in 
the Alb, loaf is 5d. 

Reductions in price will be allowed to 
take place until nl 19th. Steps will 
be taken immediately to ensure that the 
standard price is being observed, and 
should reductions, where necessary, not be 
effected, the Minister will have power to 
issue a statutory order compelling the 
reduction. Bread may, of course, be sold 
under the Commission’s prices, and it is 
pointed out that bakers will not be justi- 
fied in charging the maximum price unless 
they use the highest grade flour.

FLAMES THIRTY FEET HIGH 


“It wonld have been suicide to touch 
the machine,” he said. ‘‘ Sparks were 
flying from the rails and es were 
leaping about 30 feet into the air. The 
heat was terrific. | 

“I could see the pilot, and I am sure 
he was not dead—he seemed to be appeal- 
ing to me with his eyes, but within a few 
seconds of my arrival the fierce heat had 
killed him and charred his body into an 
almost unrecognisable state. It was 
terrible.’’ 

The Sunday service of trains is much 
less frequent than that on week-days, and 
there was no train near from either direc- 
tion when the machine crashed. ' 

The ’plane was one of seven that took 
off from Hendon Aerodrome at about half. 
past two, and it had not gained an altitude 
of more than 100 feet when it was seen to 
be in difficulties. 


MACHINE HITS BRIDGE 


Another eye-witness said: ‘“The machine 
seemed to break away from the other six 
as they left the aerodrome. Puffs of smoke 
could be seen coming apparently from the 
tail, and it was evident that something was 
the matter—it looked to be alight. 

“ I could see two men leaning over the 
side and trying to get free. Then they hit 
the bridge.”’ 

A fire-fighting plant from Hendon Aero- 
drome arrived to find the ’plane a burnt- 
out, smouldering mass of twisted iron.. 
They hacked the débris from the rails and 
got the bodies free. 


SIGNAL BOXES BURNED 


The machine was a two-seater Hawker 
Demon Fighter. The body of the gunner, 
like that.of his pilot, was charred almost 
beyond recognition. 

The aeroplane lying across the rails 
caused a short circuit, which led to fusing 
at Colindale and Burnt Oak signal boxes. 
Fire broke out in each box, severe damage 
being caused at the former.

The following official report 
was subsequently issued :— 
‘Prolonged consideration was given to 
the events leading up to and surrounding 
the recent outburst of Orange violence 
consequent on the boycott and discrimina- 
tion against Catholics proclaimed by 
members and prominent supporters of the 
Craigavon Meith High appreciation 
was expressed of the peaceful conduct, of 
the Catholic population throughout the 
disturbances in the face of the grossest 
provocation and terrorism. The meeting 
was proud of the toleration practised by 
Catholics towards non-Catholic neighbours, 
and confident that conciliation and good- 
will would remain characteristic of the 
Catholic body. 
‘Deep gratitude was voiced at the 
public-spirited efforts of his lordship, the 
Bishop of Down and Connor (the Most 
Rev. Dr. Mageean), on behalf of the 
Catholic evicted refugees, and an earnest 
appeal was made to all friends to syb- 
scribe forthwith to the relief fund 
munificently inaugurated by his lordship. 


CALL FOR INQUIRY 


“The great importance of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society’s work on behalf of 3584 
Catholic families, comprising 1,646 men, 
women and children, driven from their 
homes, was emphasised. Numbers of the 
evicted are sheltering in overcrowded 
tenements, and upon a narrow margin of 
subsistence and in conditions of extreme 
privation, 

“The meeting was unanimous in the 
opinion that a searching and impartial 
investigation of the whole outbreak was 
imperative, with a view of fixing responsi- 
bility on the proper parties and averting 
a repetition of the recent horrors. The 
tribunal undertaking such inyestigation 
should be a strong tribunal, in whose 
integrity the Catholic people would have 
confidence, and which would be free from 
dependence on the Craigavon Government. 


TRIBUNAL’S FUNCTIONS 


“Part of its functions would be to 
investigate :— i 

“1. The effect of speeches and writings 
of members and partisans of the Govern- 
ment inflaming feelings against Catholics. 

“2, The weakness and partisanship of 
the Government. 

“3. The burning of 60 humble Catholic 
homes close to the centre of Belfast. 

“4. The expulsion of numbers of 
Catholics from employment. 

“5. The forcible eviction of hun reds 
of Catholic families. 

“ 6. The open defiance of the law by 
Unionist mobs. ~ 

“7, The truth as to various alleged acts 
of : sion by Catholics repeatedly made 
in the semi-official organs of the Northern 
Government, without a shred of founda- 
tion. 

“8, The degree of responsibility of the 
British Government for the maintenance 
of peace and order in Belfast, having 
regard to the employment of troops on 
the streets, who are answerable to that 
Government, and whose expenses are 
borne by it. 

“9. The causes underlying the terrorism 
directed against a small body of Catholics 
living on the dockside of York street. 


FORMER INQUIRIES 


“The meeting expressed its profound 
sympathy with all who have suffered or 
have been bereaved. It was recalled that 
the committee set up by the British 


riots of 1865 led to the abolition of the 
local police force, then under Orange 
control and to the introduction of the Irish 
Constabulary into Belfast. The British 
Government again appointed a Royal Com- 
mission to investigate the riots of 1886. 
An English judge, Mr. Justige Day, pre- 
sided, and the report of the Commission 
formed a complete vindication of the 
Catholic people, branded the quarters 
where the responsibility lay of these dis- 
turbances, and recommended various 
reforms.”’
